Portland, Or., Sept. — The light 
house tender Manzanitn, while lying to 
oil' Cape Hancock in u heavy swell on 
Sunday morning, was struck by three 
heavy sens in succession. The lurching 
of the steamer broke the guys to the 
smokestack which fell against "the main 
topmast backstay, breaking oil the lop- 
mast. The stiu-;. com,- down across the 
gunwale, brouklug the safety-valve. 
Smoke ami 8 tea in completely enveloped 
the vessel, and td.cd I be cabins between 
decks. The roar of escaping steam 
caused the wildest excitement, but in a 
few minutes tlio steam hud blown oil', 
the safety valve was fastened down and 
steam enough got up to enable t he vessel 
to reach Astoria at noon, where she is 
now undergoing repairs. 

i'lic Great Dragon 

San Francisco, .Sept. -. — The Feast 
of Dragons, the annual Chinese festival, 
began to-day, and was celebrated by a 
parade by nearly a thousand Chinese, 
on foot ami on horseback. The feature 
of the parade was the Great Dragon, 
which was over 1(10 feet in length, ami 
was borne by men concealed within the 
framework. Mags, banners, floats, 
hearing mythological representations 
and movable .Joss temples, were also 
numerous. 

The Race War Suppressed. 

Botton, Sept. :i. — A Greenwood, 
Miss., special to the Herald says : The 
steamer Allen arrived here at 10 last 
night, bringing the military which had 
been sent to Winter City to suppress 
the negro outbreak. Adjutant-General 
Henry states the troops were not needed. 
From reliable reports it is learned that a 
posse of "20 men hail preceded them 
there, and had dispersed the mob of 
frenzied blacks. l.lolp Hoiton, the 
leader, was killed by a detachment of 
citizens. He had been ordered to sur- 
render, but defied them to touch him. 
Over HO shots were tired into him. It 
is stated that the State troops were 
withdrawn for the reason that the posse 
did not want them there, because they 
would restrain them from carrying out 
their determination to kill every negro 
who had anything to do with the mob. 
Uver fifteen had already been hanged 
and shot, and the soldiers state that the 
citizens had begun before they got out 
of sight from Winter City. Nothing 
has yet happened in Greenwood. 
Guards are put on every road entering 
the town, and the residents are vigilant. 
The negro Oliver Cromwell cannot be 
found, and may be killed. The militia 
will return home to-day unless further 
trouble arises. 

.tn Illinois Tragedy. 

Bloominoton, Ills., Sept. 3.— D. I'.. 
I.indley, a prominent merchant of 
Kendy, Dewitt county, was stabbed and 
almost instantly killed yesterday by ,J. 
D. Wttldron, a fanner living near that 
place, who afterwards went to Clinton, 
the county seat, and gave himself up. 
Waldron relates that upon going to his 
residence he found Lindley with his 
(Waldron's) wife under compromising 
circumstances, whereupon, in a tit of 
passion, lie struck and killed him. 
Lindley has always borne a good repu- 
tation, while Waldron has been notori- 
ous for his violent temper. His wife's 
reputation has been below par. 

si ruck i.y a Stone. 

Jekpersonville, Ind., Sept. 3.— A 

stone was thrown at an Ohio and Miss- 
issippi passenger train at McColloch 
Crossing on Sunday, hitting John 
Morcn, the engineer; mashing bis hand 
and breaking several of his ribs. This 
is the lifth attack on theso trains. Not 
long ago rocks were piled on Silver 
Creek bridge by scoundrels to wreck the 
train. 

Naval Seulcuce Approved. 

Washington, Sept. 3.— The secretary 
of the navy has approved the sentence of 
suspension from the ranks and duty of 
furlough pay for three years, and to .e- 
tain his present number in his grade 
during that period imposed by a naval 
court martial on Lieut. John C. Irvine. 
The officer was charged with scandalous 
conduct, drunkenness on duty, neglect 
of duty and absence without leave. 

Struck by a Locomotive. 

NoRHISTOWN, Sept. ,'). — A hand truck 
on which were about a dozen station 
laborers proceeding to their work, was 
struck by the locomotive of a freight 
train on the Heading railway near Lin- 
Held, litis morning, and (iuisseppe 
Plaillollva, one of "the laborers, aged 
about 30 years, was literally ground to 
a pulp. Five others were severely 
bruised, but not fatally hurt. 

strike Ordered by the K. or I,. 

PlTTSUCRQ, Pa. , Sept. 3.— The wage 
committee representing the Window 
Class .Manufacturers and Workers, met 
in conference to-day, The demands of 
the workmen were discussed at length. 
The manufacturers offered to pay last 
vein's prices, hut. the workers would not 
icccpt, and the conference adjourned 
rltllOUt result. Local Assembly 300, 
•f the Knights of Labor, will to-night 
declare a strike, by which 7,000 men 
will he affected. It is stated that seven 
firms have asked for copies of the work- 
ers' new scales, and are now considering 
ils provisions. The workers do not an- 
ticipate that the strike will last long. 
The nianufaotiirera say that they will 
import their glass from Belgium and 
I 1 ' ranee before they will pay tin- wages 
demanded. 

Indian Right*. 

Washington, Sept. 3.— Acting Sec 
rotary of the Interior has called the at 
tention of the Attorney-General to the 
fact that the while settlers on Atha- 
mum Creek, W. T., are by irrigation 
deviating the waters of the creek in 
such a way as to deprive the Indians on 
the Yakima Indian reservation of the 
use of any water from the creek. The 
Attorney-General is requested to sco 
that the Indians are protected in their 
rights.

of the camp. It is supposed that a man 
named Ellis, his wife and children, lost 
their lives. There were also three more 
missing, and they are undoubtedly 
burned to death. 

A Hallway Manager Resign*. 

Chicago, Sept. 3. — E. T. Jeffrey is 
no longer general manager of the Illi- 
nois Central Railroad company. Mr. 
Jeffrey's resignation, to take effect at the 
end of year, was placed in the hands of 
President Fisher last July, but a eon- 
Uict of authority between Mr. Jeffrey 
ami Acting President Hurriman, hast 
eued matters, and Mr. Jeffrey retired 
from the company's service at the close 
of the business yesterday. Lust 
April the board of directors amended 
the by-laws of the corporation so that no 
officer or employee could make any 
reduction in the rates without first 
obtaining the approval of the president, 
the latter to immediately report his 
action to the board. In the latter part 
of June Mr. Jeffrey told president Fisher 
that he could not, as general manager, 
conduct the business of the company in 
a satisfactory manner to it and him- 
self under the amended by-law, urn! 
asked authority tu continue exercising 
the same powers and performing the 
same functions as he had prior to the 
adoption of the amendment, or in lieu 
of that lo accept his resignation as gen- 
eral manager. Before sailing in July 
President Fisher gave Manager J cilery 
the desired authority. In view of these 
circumstances Mr. Jeffery was surprised 
yesterday to receive from acting Presi- 
dent Hurriman a verbal order to 
refer to the latter, while in 
Chicago, all applications for re- 
duced rates, and Mr Jeffery replied 
that he would not remain in the Com- 
pany's service even for one day under 
such circumstances, and said that la- 
saw no other course to pursue in justice 
to himself, as well as to the Company, 
than to retire from the service at Un- 
close oi business.

Liverpool, Sept. 3.— Laborers in the 

docks here engaged on the grain and 
Hour ships, have demanded an advance 
of a shilling a day in their wages. The 
demand has been refused and the men 
have quit work. Agitation has begun 
among other brunches of the dock men, 
and the strike threatens to spread. 

burns' influence. 

John Ruins, leader of the London 
strikers, has made himself completely 
master of the men. For some days past 
the more unruly of his followers were 
disposed to rebel against his pronounced 
purpose to preserve order at all hazards, 
nod these growing more numerous, as 
food becomes scarce, were a constant 
menace to his authority. To-day, how- 
ever, this .source of danger is largely re- 
duced, for Burns has succeeded in secur- 
ing sufficient funds to supply bis relief 
d.-pots fairly well, ami as he keeps a 
sharp eye on the purse strings, and per- 
emptorily forbids any relief being given 
to such as question his Authority, he is 
now everywhere iniplicity obeyed. The 
refusal of the dock companies to permit 
the vessel owners to make such terms 
as they see lit for unloading their own 
ships very materially improves the 
strikers' position, as it places the entire 
responsibility for exciting a trade dead- 
lock upon the shoulders of the man- 
agers. This intensifies the feeling 
in commercial circles against them, 
Slid as a result, sympathy for 
the strikers grows stronger, and con- 
tributions How unceasingly into their 
cullers. After the proposal of the ship 
pers and vessel owners to engage their 
own help had been rejected by the dock 
managers, the former applied to tin- 
strikers' committee to permit the men 
to loail and unload at Southampton such 
vessels as could be sent there from Lon- 
don, offering to carry men out and bock 
and pay them the sixpence per hour 
w hich they demand. This proposition 
Burns rejected. He says that if once 
the pressure upon commerce which the 
strike has brought about at so great a 
sacrifice, is relieved without se- 
curing the concessions which the 
nu n demand, then it is good-bye to all 
hopes for success of the strike. He will 
not only prevent the London laborers 
from going to Southampton ; but if the 
shippers should attempt to send vessels 
to t hat point to be loaded and discharged 
by the men there, he will follow the 
ships and organize a strike in South- 
ampton, 

TALK OF A SETTLEMENT. 

The belief is gaining ground that the 
great strike will be settled no later than 
Thursday, when the directors of the 
dock companies are expected to concede 
the strikers demands, ('has. Morgan 
Norwood, chairman of the directors, 
late this evening sent a telegram to the 
strikers' committee requesting an ap- 
pointment for a conference, This action 
is believed to foreshadow an agreement 
between the companies and the strikers. 

THE LORD MAYOR WILL INTERCEDE. 

The Lord Mayor will return to Lon- 
don next Friday for the purpose of in- 
terceding for the striking dock laborers. 
He will convene a public meeting ol 
citizens ami take action on the labor 
troubles.

THE ORGAN'S CHESTNUT. 

The organ of the Opposition accuses 
us of "howling fur facts." We do not 
howl for facts. Wo arc not in the habit 
of howling, but we must say that if 
howling is to bo done, howling for facts 
is the most reasonable kind of howling 
that wo can think of. Although wo do 
not, plead guilty to howling, we certainly 
did ask our contemporary in a mild 
and temperate manner for the facts on 
which it bases iis condemnation of the 
Kohson Government and the Liberal- 
Consorvativ a part) . Hut we have asked 
in vain. The organ has no facts to 
give us, mill it snarls at us 
for " howling " as if the demand for 
facts and reasons was a piece of the 
grossest Impertinence. Not having any 
faction which to base its condemnation 
of the Provincial Government, it refers 
us to its interpretation of a piece of an- 
cient history which has as little relation 
to the merits or demerits, of the present 
Government as it lias to the Gunpowder 
Plot or the American Revolution. It 
gives its version of negotiations that 
took place between Mr. McCreight and 
Mr, Robson some eighteen years ago. 
Was there ever so open and so pitiful a 
confcasiorAif poverty as this 1 Mr. Rob- 
son has been in politics quite a number 
of years, and lie has been a prominent 
member of recent governments, yet 
when the organ is asked for the 
reason of its hitter nppositia.i to that 
gentleman it is forced to go back to an 
Opposition election yarn eighteen years 
old, and to events that took place be- 
fore the present Premier was a member 
of a provincial government. The re- 
vival of this old story is an admission 
that the organ, bitter as it is, has no 
charge to make against Mr. Robson as 
an administrator, or as a representa- 
tive of the people.

There is one little 
sentence in its harmless narrative 
which, if untrue, takes out of the musty 
tradition of the Opposition any point 
that, as related by our contemporary, 
it might be supposed to have, It is 
this: "The member for Nanaimo (Mr. 
Robson) was at this time in opposition 
to the Government," This statement is 
not, true. Mr. Robson and Mr. Me 
freight, who approached him, were on 
the same side of polities. lint, it in 
really attaching too much importance l<, 
the eighteen years old election yarn to 
show tli.it there is really nothing in it. 

The only importance it possesses is 
given to it by the Times when, in reply 
to a challenge to produce evidence 
against the present government and the 
parly to which its members belong, ii 
parades this old, pointless and irrelevant 
story.

But 
there are times when it can make things 
easy for tho . mercantile community by 
permitting a few millions of its hoarded 
cosh Is go into tho general circulation 
In tho opinion of the Secretary of tho 
Treasury, tho state of the money mar- 
ket a few weeks ago made it advln i I 
for him to go into the stock market « . 
his money hags. He offered to buy four 
por cent, bonds which are to mature on 
duly 1, 1007; Ho found that ho could 
purchase $5,305,000 of them at 128, and 
ho purchased. The transaction was a 
profitable one for the government. 
These blinds have nearly eighteen years 
yet to run. The Republic would lmvu to 
pay $72 interest on every hundred dollars 
of those bonds if they were allowed to 
mature, but by buying them now from 
holders that needed the ready cash ho 
paid only $'_\S, thus saving $44 on every 
hundred of the bonds purchased. This 
amounted in all to $5,373,800. This to 
in individual would be a very pretty 
sum to save, hut to a very rich nation 
like the United States which finds it 
difficult not how to save but 1'ow to 
spend, it does not seem like a very groat 
leal. Hut it must be satisfactory to tho 
■dizens of the Republic to know that 
their government can pay its debts 
idily even before they -ire due. 
Of course there are economists and 
politicians who say that it is bad 
policy and bad financing to take from 
tho people more monoy than is needed 
for the requirements of government, and 
that dealing in money is no more the 
business of tho Government than deal- 
ing in sugar; but every one does not 
understand haw this is, but the ordin- 
ary American citizen may he excused if 
he feels proud w hen lie knows that his 
Government lias more money in the 
treasury than is required to meet every 
demand upon it. 



HA LFUUR'S coup. 

The news from England is provo- 
kingly meagre and indefinite, but 
enough has come over the wires to war- 
rant the belief that Balfour has suc- 
ceeded, or almost succeeded, in dialling 
the Gladstonians. One w ould suppose 
that the breach bee ween the Secretary 
for Ireland and the Parnellitcs was loo 
wide ever to he bridged over. But the 
ways of politicians are devious and hard 
to comprehend. It appears that an un- 
derstanding has been come to between 
the Salisbury Government and the Par- 
ncllite parly. The concessions made to 
the Home Rulers are reported to be, a 
Catholic University, a home rule meas- 
ure, and a land law favorable to the 
tenantry. The scheme ot conciliation 
appears to be well devised. There is 
something in it for all the elements of 
the Home Rule Party in Ireland. There 
is the University for the Catholic 
clergy, the land law in which the land- 
lords are said to bo thrown over by the 
Government, for the tenants, and Home 
Rule for the agitators. No one, a month 
ago, supposed such a .scheme possible, 
and many still find it difficult to believe 
'. hat there is anything in it. Hut that 
'nances have been made to Parncll 
here now seems to be no doubt, and the 
lovernmcilt's plan for quieting Ireland 
I of such a nature as to he disapproved 
>y the extremists of Loth sides. 
The Orangemen of Ulster are 
• cry angry at what they regard 
is the weakness and duplicity of the 
Government; and Michael Davitt is 
displeased with Darnell for taking as a 
favor from Balfour what he believes 
would bo certain to follow the estab- 
iishment of Home Rule in Ireland. 
Hut, if the Government secures 
i he support of Parncll and 
the Irish Roman Catholic clergy : 
the Orangemen and Davitt may rage in 
vain. Balfour will be solid in Ireland, 
and Lord Salisbury's Government will 
have to meet only the opposition of out- 
general led Liberals and discontented 
Tories in England and Scotland. The 
iirtingement— if there is an arrange- 
oient —is a grand coupon the part of the 
Salisbury Government, Hut it will look 
lingular to see Mr. Balfour and William 
O'Brien voting on the same side, 
and to hear of Mr. Chamberlain hob- 
nobbing with the irrepressible Dr. Tan 
ner. Hut, wonders will never cease, 
particularly in the world of politics.

IN THE NIGER DELTA. 



Horrible Superstitions Prevailing 
In that Part of Afrioo, 



I.ir.unl anil Snake Worship— A Mothor '««- 
juicing to Se« Iter Child DnvouV'eil by 
it I'ython— Gootl Work Doho by 
Christian MiniAonarloa. 

In the lust issuo of tho "Proceedings of 
the Royal Geographical Hoeiety," London, 
there Is an unusually Interesting article on 
" tho Niger Dolta" in Africa, of which tlio 
following synopsis baa been mudo for the 
Now York Ledger : 

The Ijos represents to-day the ruling peo- 
ple of tlio extreme lower Niger, of liruHs, 
Of New Calabar, Bonny and Opobo. In 
times past ttiey wore fanatic adhoreuts of 
a savage typo of animistic religion, Like 
tho majority of tlio Africans, they did not 
inowor conceive of tlio existenco of one 
supremo Ood, but embodied a number of 
natural principles In tlio forms of cortuin 
animals, or in u concrete representation of 
"fetishes* 1 or idols. 

Each littlo community had its "totem," or 
sacred animal, In whoso species tho ances- 
tral spirit— tho soul of tlio tribe, so to 
speak- was supposed to dwell. Thus in 
Brass they worshiped the python snake; In 
Bonny tbo monitor lizard. Only nine or 
ten years ago t his animal worship wus so 
real that the British authorities in the Oil 
Rivers wero compelled to afford it a cer- 
tain amount of recognition. E uropeuns 
were forbidden to kill the sacred lizard of 
Bonny, or the still more sacred serpent of 
Brass, and were heavily lined by their Con- 
sul if they infringed this prohibition. 

On one occasion, in liruss, some ten or 
twelve years ago, an agent of Messrs. nat- 
ion &Oooks.OD's linn found a largo python 
in his house and killed it When the mis- 
deed oecame known tho Brass people made 
a descent on tho factory, dragged the agent 
out of tho house onto tho beach, tied him 
up by his thumbs, spat in his mouth, and 
inflicted other indignities on him. Then 
they broke open tho store, and took out 
.£20 worth of goods, which they confiscated. 
The British consul, hearing of the disturb- 
ance, arrived in Brass, considered tho ease, 
and was unable to afford the agont any re- 
dress, because lie was supposed to have 
brought the punishment upon himself. 

At Bonny the monitor lizards became a 
sickening nuisance. They devoured tlio 
Europeans' fowls, turkeys, ducks and geese 
with impunity; they might lie across the 
road or doorways of bouses with their six- 
feet of length, and savagely lash the shins 
nf peoplo who attempted to pass them With 
their whip like serrated tails, and if you 
wounded or killed one of them, there was 
no end of a to-do. STou were assaulted or 
robbed by tho natives, harangued by the 
Consul on board of a man of war, and pos- 
sibly lined Into the bargain. 

In other parts of the delta it might bo the 
shark, or the crocodile, or some water-bird 
that was worshiped, but nowhere was this 
zoolatry carried to greater lengths than at 
Bonny and Brass. For its effectual abolish- 
ment, which has been'of the greatest benefit 
to the well-being of Europeans and natives 
alike, we owe our thanks not to the inter- 
vention of naval or consular officials, uorto 
the bluff remonstrances of traders, buttotho 
(pilot, unceasing labors of the agents of tbo 
Church Missionary Society, who, by win- 
ning the natives from these absurd prac- 
tices, have brought about such a change of 
affairs that now the python is promptly 
killed at Brass whenever it makes its ap- 
pearance, and the monitor lizard is rele- 
gated to the woods and swamps. Indeed, 
as regards the latter animal, there was 
rather a curious revolution of feeling. 

About four years ago, when Bonny Town 
was infested with numbers of these great, 
sluggish lizards, the missionaries screwed 
the courage of the Bonny converts (who 
then meant almost the entire population of 
the place) to the sticking point. A grand 
slaughter of lizards was urrangod to lake 
place on Easter Sunday. As soon as tho 
morning bells of the mission church rang 
out a largo number of Bonny men and 
boys armed themselves with matchcts and 
sticks and commenced the slaughter of the 
lizards. By the end of the day there was 
not one left alive in the town, and so great 
wero the numbers slaughtered that the 
stench almost brought about a sickness, and 
for four or live days the town was unap- 
proachable. 

But in slaughtering the lizards much else 
of the old superstition seeined to go, and 
that event marked the real revolution, and 
a turning towards better things on the pari 
of the Bonny people. A change almost sitn- 
ilarly abrupt put an end to tho python wor- 
ship at Brass. Before that time, it a 
python seized a child in the street in its 
coils and slavered it with its vicious saliva, 
the mother— so far from interfering to save 
it— must stand by and call out her thanks, 
and summon her friends and relatives to 
rejoice with her that the god-python had so 
honored her family as to devour her child. 



OOZY- HEADED PEOPLE. 

ltuwuro of Persons Between Whose Ears 
ami Mouth There Is No Partition. 

You would not pour precious wine into a 
sieve, yet that were as wise as to make a 
confidant of one of those ''leaky vessels' 1 of 
society that, like corporation water-carts, 
seem to have been made for tho express 
purpose of letting out what they take in. 
There is t his difference, however, says the 
New York Ledger, between the perforated 
puncheon and the leaky brain — the former 
■lays the dust and tho latter is pretty suro ti 
mite u dust. 

Beware of oozy-headed people, between 
whose ears and mouth there is no partition. 
Before you make a bosom friend of any man 
be sure that he is secret-tight. The mischief 
that the non-retentives do is infinite. In 
war they often mar the best-laid scheme* 
and render futile the most profound strat- 
egy. In social life they sometimes set 
whole communities by the ears, frequently 
break up families and are the cause of in- 
numerable misfortunes, miseries and 
crimes.
